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OUI charges dropped against Selectman 


Rooney cleared

WILMINGTON - Next summer, 
Selectman James Rooney will be 
able to take his boat out onto the 
waters of Lake Winnipesaukee in 
New Hampshire, thanks to a deci- 
sion made by Laconia District 
Court to drop two charges brought 
against him this past summer. 

In June, Rooney was arrested on 

ukee by two Marine 
who charged him 
with operating a boat while intoxi- 
cated and refusing to take a breath- 
alyzer test. The two officers ini- 
tially approached Rooney in his 
boat because they had noticed that 
he did not have his lights on. On 
Thi , December 7, Laconia 
District Court cleared Rooney of 
the charges when prosecutors con- 
ceded that they did not have enough 
evidence to proceed. 

“I felt all along that they did not 
have enough evidence,” says 
Rooney’s lawyer, Haverhill 
Attorney Jerry LaFlamme. 

Rooney had the same feeling, as 


well 

“I knew this would be the out- 
come,” says Rooney, who earlier 
this year retired from his position 
as a sergeant at the Wilmington 
Police Department. 

Furthermore, Rooney says that he 
bears no ill will towards the two 
young officers who approached him 
on his boat that summer night. 

“They were two nice and polite 
kids, but they were highly 
untrained,” says Rooney. “It was 
highly evident to me at the time. I 
have no animosity towards them, 
but I would like to see the New 
Hampshire Marine Patrol make 
some changes in their training pro- 
gram.” 

At stake in the case were Rooney's 
right to operate both a boat and a 
motor vehicle. If the prosecutors 
had proceeded and the court had 
decided against Rooney, then he 
could have had both privileges sus- 
pended for as long as a year. State 
officials in New Hampshire would 
have notified authorities in 
Massachusetts, who at that point 


would have decided whether or not 
to enforce the ruling here at home, 
id it 

's a bizarre statute,” suggests 
Attorney LaFlamme. “Both 
charges against my client are treat- 
ed as non-criminal, so there is no 
due process involved. Therefore, 
all constitutional arguments fall 
short.” 

Rooney will have to pay $468 in 
response to a third matter that had 
been brought against him. The fine 
covers a defective equipment-relat- 
ed charge that Rooney had been 
operating his boat without a stern 
light 

“Mr. Rooney did have a stern light 
on his boat, but it wasn’t screwed 
all the way in, so it was not illumi- 
nated at the time,” says LaF lamme. 

According to Rooney, he knew 
that night that all charges brought 
against him would not hold up in 
court. When asked if he feels vin 
dicated, he offered a single word of 
response: 

“Yes.”

He was a past president of the 
Wilmington Chamber of Commerce 
and a lifetime member of their 
board of directors.

this year is an evaluation of the 
remedial alternatives for those 
parts of the site that cannot be 
addressed in a_ straightforward 
manner,” Ms. Hanley said. She 
added that they have to study the 
alternatives in terms of the impact 
the remedial action would have on 
the environment, how it would 
affect the public, and what the 
involved costs would be. 

“Our focus will be’on the data that 
has been collected to date for the 
entire site, collecting some addi- 
tional data in several locations and 
then using that information to eval- 
uate the most appropriate remedial 
alternative,” Ms. Hanley said 

The history of the property begins 
with National Polychemicals, Inc., 
who purchased the 53acre property 
in 1953 and began manufacturing 
chemicals. From 1953 to 1980, the 
company changed ownership sever- 
al times, but continued to manufac- 
ture specialty chemicals for the 
rubber and plastics industry. 

Raw materials used at the facility 
included sodium dichromate. The 
manufacturing processes generated 
liquid wastes, which contained sul- 
furic acid, sodium chloride, sodium 
sulfate, ammonium chloride, 
ammonium sulfate, chromium sul- 
fate and other organic constituents. 
Prior to 1970, the wastes were emp- 
tied into unlined onsite pits, such as

Office building 
proposed near I-93 


WILMINGTON The December 6 
Conservation Commission meeting 
included a full agenda, with the 
highlight being a new office build- 
ing near the offramp for Route 93. 

* 100 WEST STREET. A new 
office building is proposed. The 
4.67acre site for the project is locat- 
ed at the intersection of Route 129 
on West Street. The property is 
zoned General Business and 
General Industry, but is currently 
occupied by residences. The prop- 
erty is bordered to the south by the 

relocated West Street and 
residential homes, to the east by the 
onramp for Route 98, to the west by 
the homes and to the north by 


Commonwealth land. 

The building will be a two-story, 
110,000 square-foot office complex 
with underneath parking spaces 
and associated site features. There 
will be parking for 322 vehicles. 166 
spaces will be on the outside. 

“The homes will be demolished,” 
said Jennifer Howe, SMMA repre- 
sentative. She said that the sight 
has been designed to meet the 
Department of Environmental 
Protection’s storm water require- 
ments. In addition, sewer, water, 
electric and gas lines will need to 
be installed. The sewer plans will 
be designed for installation in con- 
junction with another project cur-

of Christmases were extinguished by a single criminal act earlier 
thr. week 

Robinson, who works the third shift at CVS at Wilmington 
Plaza sothat she can be a mother by day, used her break at 3 a.m. 
on Monday morning to leave the store and gas up her car. When 

he returned to the plaza, she placed her pocketbook underneath 
he passenger's seat of her car for safe keeping. When she got 
back into her car when her night shift ended at 7 a.m. she 
discovered that someone had broken their way inside and stolen 
pocketbook 
I was. however, more than a pocketbook that was stolen. It 
was her livelihood 

Inside the pocketbook was her driver's license, her credit 
cards, her Social Security card and her medical cards. Also inside 
the pocketbook were things closer to her heart, such as two 

eparate locks of hair that she has kept since the times her 
daughters got their first haircuts years ago. 

» worse. Robinson also had in her pocketbook a sum of 
ipproximately $1,000, every penny of which she was going to use 
to pay the security and the first month's rent on an apartment in 
Nashua, New Hampshire 

“All my daughters wanted for Christmas was a place to live,” 
says Robinson. “They evenasked Santa Claus for one. Now I have 
just 45 cents to my name.” 

You've read that quote correctly, and the conclusion that you 
have likely drawn from it is correct, as well: Robinson has 
essentially been homeless since October 

She has been living in her car ever since, searching all over for 
places for her two daughters, ages 7 and 10, to stay in the 
meantime. Sometimes they stay with their father, from whom 
Robinson separated earlier this fall. He, however, is also 
experiencing financial difficulties and can only provide for the 
two wirls for so long, Other times, the girls stay with friends. 

Kobinson's would-be landlord up in Nashua has empathized 
with her situation to the point that he can only hold on to her 
ipartment until this Saturday. In fact, he needs the money by 
friday. With her hard-earned money inthe pockets of a thief, that 

not going to happen 

| have a friend who has helped me, and we looked everywhere 
between here and Canada for an apartment,” says Robinson. “It 
took us two months to find this apartment in Nashua. Who knows 
how much longer it is going to take for me to save more money 
und tind another apartment if this doesn't work out?” 

Robinson has reported her incident io Officer Brian Pups, whe 
frequently stops by CVS after hours and checks on how the night 
crew there is doing. She has also turned to various governmental 
s the welfare office, but, ironically, they could not 
help her bec he does, after all, have a job. 

!'m a worker,” Robinson proudly states. “I don’t want 
jiandouts, but I'm in a desperate situation right now.” 

The best scene in the holiday classic “It’s a Wonderful Life” 
comes when the friends and neighbors and townspeople visit the 
house of Jimmy Stewart's George Bailey and each give him one 
collar, in essence helping him recoup the $8,000 that mean old Mr. 
Potter stole from him earlier on Christmas Eve. We do not live 
in the age of film director Frank Capra, so it would take an 
unwavering idealism to believe that if just 1,000 people in town 
donated one dollar by Friday morning, then Robinson's problem 
would be solved. Those of you with such idealism know who you 
are, and you are most certainly welcome to call the Town Crier 
at 658-2346 and ask how you can help.

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Capt. Larz Neilson, Troop Ship Commander, Newspaperman

Capt Larz Neilson had two ca 
reers. one on the sea, the other on 
land He spent twenty years at sea 
climaxing with five years as troop ship 
captain in-the Merchant Marine dur- 
ing and after World War IL He then 
turned his attentions to the Fourth 
Iestate and in 1955 founded the Town 
Crier of Wilmington and Tewksbury 
He died on Saturday, Dec. 9 at the 
Woodbriar Nursing Home in Wilming: 
on He was 69 
Horn in North Woburn in 1911, he 
ved to Wilmington one year later 
Ihs father, Peter Neilson, a Danish 
tone mason, built the family home on 
Glen Koad at Silver Lake His mother. 
Caroline Neilson, after raising three 
hildren, became a correspondent for

During the Great Depression, his 
Income was a welcome supplement to 
the family budget, as there was very 
little work for stone masons.

By good fortune, Larz was ne 
assigned a ship destined for Murmansk 
This did not mean, however, that he 
had safe, easy voyages. In late 1942 
he became captain of the SS Daniel 
Boone, a Liberty Ship Liberty Ships 
were hip built during the 
war for troop and munitions trans 
port. In the hold was 10,000 tons of 
TNT, and above were two locomo- 
tives, welded to the deck and chained 
down. The Daniel Boone set sail in a 
convoy A few days later, they encoun 
tered heavy seas, and the chains on 
the locomotives began to loosen. Larz 
signaled to the admiral to hold up The 
admiral, in a tanker, kept going, and 
so did the convoy. By the time the 
locomotives had been secured, the 
convoy was long gone. Larz proceeded 
tothe next day's meeting point, only to 
be met with nothing He then opened 
his orders and proceeded across the 
Atlantic with no escort 

His destination was North Africa 

Once the locomotives and muni 
tions were unloaded, he received or- 
ders to carry troops. The men were 
Arabs, known as Goums, fierce fight. 
ers Ifa Goum drew his sword, he had 
to draw blood. If there was no enemy 
about, he had to cut his own finger 
before he could return his sword to the 
belt 

Larz and the Daniel Boone spent 
several months ferrying North Afri: 
can troops to Italy 

Atwar's end, Larz was captain of a 
Victory Ship, the Chanute Victory, It 
was similar to a Liberty Ship, only 
powered by a turbine. Shortly before 
V-E day in June 1945, the Chanute 
Victory left New York with troops 
headed for Europe. Before the ship 
passed Newfoundland, Larz received 
orders to return to New York. On a 
bright sunny Sunday morning in June,

the Thirties, he worked his way up the 
officers’ ranks in the Merchant Ma: 
rine, sailing to many interesting ports 
around the world. By the time the 
Japanese bombed Pearl Harbor, he 
was chief mate on the Carolinian, which 
was in Wilmington, North Carolina, on 
its way to New Caledonia, in the South 
Pacific. Before sailing, he hurried 
home to Wilmington, Massachusetts 
where on Dec. 12, 1941, he married 
Elizabeth Norton. 

Returning to the U.S. six months 
later, he then spent six months in New 
York City as a loading officer. It was 
his responsibility to see that cargo 
being loaded aboard ships was cor- 
rectly stowed, There was no informa- 
tion as to where the ships were going, 
but from the cargo, he could tell that 
they were headed for Russia, on the 


North Sea route known as the 
Murmansk Run.

a deadly run, for the Ger- 
mans had submarines off the coast of 
Norway, waiting to pick off Allied 
ships as they passed, One memory 
Larz had of the days in New York was 
of a friend, named Cates waving to 
him as his ship pulled out, presumably 
headed for Murmansk. Cates came 
from Lynn, but had relatives in Wilm

the ship sailed down the East River 
People lined the river, cheering the 
first troops to return from the war. In 
reality, the troops had only been out 
for a five day cruise 

With the war over, the troops had to 
be brought home, and the shipping 
business was changing. The U.S. had 
lost over 1000 merchant ships to Ger 
man torpedoes. 

Larz’ final voyage was in Novem- 
ber, 1947. An American captain had 
committed suicide in port in Goteborg, 
Sweden. Larz was assigned to conduct 
an investigation and return the ship. 
Ironically, the city was where his 
mother had been born sixty years 
earlier 

The ship, the John Drake Sloat, 
was more or less stranded, for the 
Swedes wouldn't sell them any oil 
There was some diplomatic wrangling 
going on, with the U.S. pressing the 
Swedes to join NATO, and the Swedes 
resisting 

With the ship in port for months, 
the crew became restless. Before long, 
they were bring aboard women and 
whiskey. Then the captain took up 
with a woman from Baku Azerbaijan 
The chief mate took a dim view of this 
and reported the proceedings to New 
York. Before long, the American Coun- 
sel showed up on the pier to investi-

gate When he left, the captain knew 
he was ruined. He went to his cabin 
and shot himself. 

Arriving in Sweden, Larz sent for 
his sister Sylvia, who at the time was 
studying at the University of 
Stockholm. As Larz interrogated the 
crew, Sylvia transcribed the proceed. 
ings With the investigation completed, 
they sailed to Denmark where they 
were able to purchase an ample amount 
of oil 

They then sailed up the coast of 
Norway, viewing the fjords. In Bergen, 
Sylvia went ashore and took a train 
back to Stockholm. Larz took the ship 
and sailed to New York 

It was his final voyage. He at 
tempted to start a refrigerated cargo 
business. The plan was to transport 
citrus north from Florida. Some part 
ners absconded with the money, and 
the idea flopped 

Returning home, Larz became a 
stringer for the Lowell Sun, covering 
Wilmington news. He was paid 11 cents 
an inch, and had to paste the columns 
of news printed into a strip to be 
measured for payment. Hence the 
term, stringer. By 1951, he was offered 
a job as editor of the Wilmington Cru- 
sader, which was owned by Stanley 
Bocko of North Billerica. Bocko also 
published the Billerica News. Larz 
was editor for four years, and in the 
summer of 1955, he had a falling out 
with Bocko. He quit the Crusader and 
set about publishing his own paper. He 
leased the old North Wilmington rail- 
road depot as an office. He bought the 
building five years later. 

In November, 1955, the Town Crier 
made its debut. The paper jumped into 
the local political scene with both feet 
One hot controversy was the drive to 
eliminate the town manager plan. 
Wilmington in the early Fifties had 
changed its charter, adopting a plan 
which employed a strong town man-

Many locals, especially those whose 
power had been curtailed, fought the 
plan heavily. They became known as 
the Termites, with a slogan of, “Joe 

must go!” Joe, being Joseph Courtney, 
the town manager. The town kept the 
plan. 

Larzat one point obtained the plans 
for the proposed Glen Road School and 
published them, showing what a disas- 
ter the school would have been. It was 
to consist of four modules, connected 
by glass corridors. In another inci- 
dent, he called the town manager a 
bump on a log, for the work the man- 
ager left undone. The Crusader ran an 
unflattering cartoon cariacture of Larz 
with a cigar, referring to the bump on 
a log. The Town Crier went head to 
head with the Crusader, and the fight 
was often bitter. The Crusader was 
sold and sold again and finally: went 
out of business in the mid Sixties 

The Town Crier was Larz’ life and 
the cigar was his trademark. With 
publication on Thursdays, there were 
usually some long nights on Wednes- 
day nights. Often he would work until 
3 or 4 a.m., then drive the pages to 
Lowell in his clunker 1949 Ford. He 
would sleep while the printers made 
up the plates, then grab the paper as it 
came off the press and return to Wilm- 
ington. 

Weekends were taken up with door- 
to-door sales of subscriptions, which 

also turned out to be a tremendous 
source of feature stories. Countless 
Wilmington residents would recall first 
meeting Larz when he came to the 
door, selling subscriptions. Wilming- 
ton was ina rapid growth phase at the 
time, and for many new residents, it 
was their introduction to Wilmington. 

An avid student of local history, 
Larz researched and published count- 
less historical stories, giving the news- 
paper a tremendous appeal and conse- 
quently, a strong competitive advan- 
tage. He also would present stories on 
the Civil War. He first developed an 
interest in the Civil War as a means of 
having something to discuss with ship- 
mates, many of whom were 
southerners. He proceeded to study 
and research the subject, reading and 
re-reading Lee’s Lieutenants to the 
point that the binding was broken. 

He also had a great love of mush- 
rooms, although Elizabeth wouldn’t 
touch them. He would pick a wonder- 
ful bounty of mushrooms and take 
them over toa friend’stosharea feast. 
He always was careful to identify the 
mushrooms before eating them, avoid- 
ing any that resembled poison mush- 


rooms or were unknown. 

He attended a convention of the 
National Newspaper Association in 
Washington in the late 1960's. He went 
to a nearby Civil War battlefield, pos- 
sibly Antietam. It is the dream of 
every Civil War buff to find a relic on 
a battlefield, a button or a shell casing 
- anything. When Larz returned to the 
office, he proudly announced, “You'll 
never guess what I found on the battle- 
field!” He reached in his coat pocket 
and pulled out a paper napkin. He 
opened the napkin and there was a 
mushroom 

The role of editor/publisher of a 
small town newspaper means literally 
total involvement in the community. If 


it wasn't a selectmen’s meeting, he 
would be at a Cub Scout banquet. If it 
wasn't a Rotary meeting, he would be 
talking with old-timers, collecting their 
stories about town history. If there 
was an event taking place in town, you 
could expect to see Larz there with his 
camera. It was a job with few vaca- 
tions. The paper was more a calling 
than it was a lucrative business. If it 
weren't for his stubbornness, the pa- 
per wouldn’t have survived 

He was a strong supporter of busi- 
ness growth in Wilmington, and served 
for two years as president of the Wilm- 
ington Chamber of Commerce, and 
was honored with a life term on the 
board of directors.

The “rubber chicken” circuit 


Larz was Wilmington’s emissary 


Larz grew up next door to Lubbers 
Brook in Wilmington. His mother used 
to tell him to stay away from the 
brook, because if he fell in, he'd break 
his neck. One day he came in, wet and 
crying. “Mama, I broke my neck!” 

Running the newspaper always 
meant having to do the “rubber 
chicken circuit” totake pictures. Larz 
was allergic to chicken, so if he was 
invited to eat, he would special order 
ahamburger in advance. When it was 
served, no doubt someone would ask 
why he had hamburger instead of 
chicken. His stock answer was “It's 
against my religion to eat chicken on 
Tuesdays.” 

He loved to sing, and for many 
years was in the choir at the Wilming- 
ton Congregational Church. He was a 
self-taught piano player and would sit 
at the piano singing “Sweet Little 
Buttercup” and “What'll We Do With 
the Drunken Sailor.” While driving, 
his favorite tune was “Off We Go, into 
the Wild Blue Yonder.” 

He would often play the piano at 
Rotary Club, and in his later years, he 


would play at home or in the nursing 
home. Usually he would go through a 
medley which always ended with the 
Rotary song. 

He was a Rotarian for 50 years, 
and thoroughly enjoyed Rotary. Be- 
cause the Wilmington club met at 
noon on Wednesdays, when the paper 
was on deadline, he often attended 
the meetings of Tewksbury Rotary, 
where he had many friends. At the 
time he started the Town Crier, he 
had a large moustache 

He was president of the club that 
year, and with great fanfare, he had 
the moustache shaved off in front of 
the club. Fellow Rotarian Adrian 
Durkee, who ran the barber shop in 
Wilmington Square, did the honors. 

His relaxation was gardening. His 
routine was to come home for supper, 
and head directly into the garden, 
usually to dig out witch grass roots. In 
later years, even after he no longer 
kept a garden, he would roam the 
lawn with a spading fork, digging out 
dandelions. 


He was also the last postmaster of 

the North Wilmington Post Office, 
which was located in a small building 
next to Elia’s (then Buck's) store. In 
the early years of the paper, he was 
literally working on both sides of the 
street. 
Visiting hours are at the Nichols 
Funeral Home, 187 Middlesex Ave., 
Wilmington on Thursday from 2 to 4 
and7to9p.m. Funeral services will be 
at the Wilmington Congregational 
Church on Friday at 10 a.m. Burial 
will be in Wildwood Cemetery. 

The Wilmington Congregational 
Church is handicapped accessible on 
both floors. The entrance is on the 
right side. 


He also loved to fish. In 1967, he 
bought a camp on Foster’s Pond in 
Andover. There were about a dozen 
camps on 100 acres of woods. It was 
only ten minutes from the office, but 
you had to drive nearly a mile on a 
dirt road to get there, and there was 
no electricity and no phone. He spent 
about ten summers there, and was 
appointed a special police officer in 
Andover, since patrols never'visited 
the isolated camps. After the owner 
of the land died, the camps were all 
demolished. 

He spoke fluent French and some 
Italian. In foreign ports, knowledge 
of French was often the key to when 
a ship would be unloaded. If Larz 
could find a local who spoke French, 
he would make his needs known and 
would by-pass ships that might have 
been sitting for long periods. 

He would attend functions at the 
Sons of Italy and joke with Father 
Francis Mackin that they were the 
only ones there who could speakaltal-

The chamber worked with 
Wilmington Engineer Harold 
Gilliam before his recent retire- 
ment to make this map as accurate 
as possible. 

The chamber wants to recognize 
that the map could not have been 
funded without the generous contri- 
butions of the 49 businesses who 
helped sponsor the map.

public hearing for Navajo Estates 
was continued. They have changed 
some of the lot lines, which may or 
may not present a problem. In 
addition, the basin designated for 
removal of total suspended solids 
does not appear to be designed for 
the job. There is a disagreement 
regarding the mean annual high 
water line, which needs to be 
resolved. 

Northeastern Development 
Corporation argued that the lot 
lines were not changed with the 
intent to alter development. They 
also contend that the high water 
line is on the bank where the plan 
shows. 

“I suggest that the commission 
visit the site before making a deci- 
sion,” said Mr. Keeley. Although he 
commended the applicant on 
obtaining the information required 
by the Department of 
Environmental Protection and the 
commission, he still insists that the 


high water is over the bank. “I saw 
leaf dams behind lots four and 
five.” He said he also saw sand and 
silt piles deposited from where 
water washed them up. 

Three outstanding issues must be 
resolved before the commission 
makes a determination regarding 
lot line changes and whether or not 
that affects the grandfather issue, 
riverfront determination and engi- 
neering concerns. The hearing was 
continued until December 20th and 
the commission will conduct a site 
visit on December 10th. 

The 
public hearing was continued to 
December 20th. Several issues 
remain outstanding: calculations 
need to be reviewed by the town 
engineer and the plan needs to be 
stamped.

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lagoons, ditches and an excavation 
site called “Lake Poly.” 

The chemicals, which are heavier 
than water, sank to the bedrock 
layer and traveled west along the 
slope of the bedrock. They settled 
in a location west of Main Street 
and formed a dense pool of ammo- 
nia, chloride, sodium and chromi- 
um inorganic compounds. The for- 
mations around the pool's current 
location offer a natural barrier to 
prevent further migration. Maple 
Meadow Brook, a groundwater 
aquifer for the Town of Wilmington, 
is located west of the Olin property. 

“While the remediation is occur- 
ring, Olin will continually monitor 
conditions at the site,” said Ms. 
Hanley. They monitor the sentinel 
wells, which are located in the 
aquifer between the Olin property 
and the town’s wells, as well as 
town water supply wells for ammo- 
nia, chloride, sulfate and sodium. 
Monitoring provides data on migra- 
tion and fluctuation of concentra- 
tions of the compounds in the 
town’s wells. 

Wilmington’s municipal water 
supply from Chestnut Street’s, 
Butters Row's and Town Park's 
supply wells continues to meet state 
and federal requirements for drink- 
ing water for site related con- 
stituents. The dense area of chem- 
icals remains settled on the 
bedrock layer. 

Wells are monitored closely by 
Olin and the Town of Wilmington 
Water Department. Olin monitors 
the supply wells on a monthly basis 
for site related constituents. The

sentinel wells are monitored on a 
quarterly basis. The Town of 
Wilmington Water Department has 
installed continuous monitoring 
and recording equipment, tunded 
by Olin 

Some of the constituents from the 
dense layer of compounds continue 
to be detected in low concentrations 
in town wells. Ms. Hanley indicated 
that the reason for this is due to 
increased water pumping from 
their wells during low rainfall peri 
ods of the year. 

“We find that the water quality is 

fairly s ms i Ms. Hanley 

ee any changes in these 

he said that they only see 

changes in the wells when there is 

a significant change in the pumping 

rate. In addition, she indicated that 

Maple Meadow Brook will be the 

primary focus of their feasibility 
study this coming year. 

The excavation activities were 
completed this year. Most excava- 
tion of contaminated materials will 
be bio-remediated onsite, using nat- 
ural bacterium. Some materials, 
such as debris items or lowlevel 
contaminated soils, will be shipped 
offsite. The construction of and the 
permanent installation of a slurry 
wall around a contaminated area is 
complete. Olin plans to complete 
wetland’s restoration next spring. 

Olin will continue to work with 
local officials and community lead- 
ers to keep the community updated 
on their activities.

Even though the girls team is 
not actually a varsity team yet, the 
enthusiasm is there to eventually 
have two varsity ice hockey teams 
come out of the tiny Wilmington 
High.

In the 24-hour period from Monday to Tuesday 
afternoon, both the Tewksbury High and Wilmington 
High Boys' Basketball teams were denied waivers on 
transfer students by the Massachusetts Interscholastic 
Athletic Association (MIAA), 

Paulo Caldoncelli, a 6-8, 240-pound junior center 
came to Tewksbury from Brazil with three siblings to 
lige with his aunt and uncle who are their legal guard- 
iags, according to Tewksbury High Principal Tony 

ano. Valence Nwachukwu, is a 6-2 junior guard who 

ed from Omaha, Nebraska to live with his father, 

, here in Massachusetts. Originally they moved to 

foburn. Valence attended Woburn High for the first 

tygo months of the school year. About a month ago he 
ami his father moved to Wilmington. 

YAccording to Romano, Caldoncelli — a Division 1 
Cq@egiate Prospect - was denied his waiver for the 
tifa time on Monday afternoon because the MIAA feels 
h@will be to great an impact on the program. 

ilmington head coach Jim McCune said on Tues- 

night after his team won its opening game, that he 
ne no idea why the MIAA granted Nwachukwu — also 
a Division 1 prospect — a waiver, only to deny it hours 
before the team's first game. 

‘We sought a waiver for Valence because of his move 
frém Woburn to Wilmington," said McCune. "Every- 
thing was all set - he was approved and everything. We 
got called last week from the MIAA and they said that 
Valence's case was a hot one and they requested more 
information, We figured by faxing them more informa- 
tion on him that we were just complying with them. 
Then we got a fax [on Monday] denying the waiver for 
Valence. We have an appeal for next Tuesday at 3:30 at 
the MIAA Building [in Franklin]. 

"I can't understand why this young man is not being 
allowed to play ... just don't understand it. Everything 
is legit. He has done no wrong. He came to Wilmington 
to live with his father and he wants to play basketball." 

Nwachukwu could win his appeal and be granted the 
waiver he needs. But for Caldoncelli, his denial on 
Monday was his third and that's it for him unless he 
wants to take legal action. 

"I'm not going to seek legal action on behalf of the 
school," said Romano, "The option is available to Paulo 
and his family if they wish. I've sent a letter back to 
[MIAA Executive Director] Dick Neal stating my rea- 
sons of why I think this system has failed." 

Romano is a member of the MIAA. He is the North 
Sectional Tournament Director in Basketball. He knows 
the, people and organization very well. But he doesn't 
understand this decision. 

"I believe in the organization," he said. "But we're 
unhappy right now. The ultimate evaluation is very 
subjective and I don't think it's fair for our organization 
to he so subjective in front of a three-man panel." 

According to Romano, Caldoncelli sought a waiver 
right when he began attending Tewksbury High in the 
early goings of September. That waiver was denied by 
an Executive Director of the MIAA. Caldoncelli then 
went for his first appeal several weeks later and was 
denied again this time by a three-member subcommit- 
tee of a review board. Then last Friday the third hearing 
for, Caldoncelli was presented by Tewksbury to the 
Massachusetts Interscholastic Athletic Counsel, which 
is also a three-member board. The waiver was denied by 
a 2-1 vote. 

“We feel that Paulo is here for the same reasons other 
foreign exchange’ students are here," said Romano. 
“He's in what we call a sponsoring cultural homestay 
program. There's three other basketball players in the 
same program who have all been approved waivers, a 
kid from Haverhill, a kid from Andover and a kid from 
Haypilton-Wenham. They are all here under the ex- 
change program. 

‘The MIAA position disturbs me because they say the 
impact Paulo will have is the reason - because he's so 
tall that he's going to make Tewksbury into the Boston 
Celtics. They said it would create a displacement of 
an student from Tewksbury. But if you have a 5- 
foot;2 [transfer student] I don't think there would be an 
issue here."

team, and I'd like everyone to stop talking about it." 


High coach Jim Sullivan was asked about denied. 


Sullivan was then asked about the possibility of 
taking legal action. 

"That's up to Paulo and his family. We'd love to 
have him, but we have four seniors on this team, a 
junior that have been with us for three years. We can 
play solid basketball without him. If we had him, it 
would be great. We're a Division 2 state contender, 
a legitimate state contender, with him. Without him, 
we're in the tournament — we can do some damage. 

"Without him, we're still a Division 2 contender 
just not as strong because we don't have that on big 
strong guy in the middle. We have the guy we have. 
We have 11 guys on our team without him. By talking 
about him and worrying about him and what's going 
on, we're short-changing our 11 guys that we have. 
So, he's part of our family. He still practices with us 
everyday. He sits on our bench. He makes trips with 
us when we do things as a team and asa family. He's 
part of that family and right now someone else is not 
allowing him to play, and that's the end of it." 

This area of transfer students getting waivers is 
very foggy. A few years ago, Scott Hazelton went to 
Malden Catholic his freshman year. After the school 
year was over he left and he transferred to Central 
Catholic. At the time the MIAA felt that Hazelton 
transferred because of basketball and basketball 
only, so they ordered him to sit out a year which he 
did. After sitting out his sophomore year, he played 
at Central his junior and senior seasons graduating 
this past June and getting a full scholarship at the 
University of Connecticut. 

Besides Hazelton there is also a kidnamed Makan 
Kanote, an 6-8 center ~ who is already been con- 
tacted by Division 1 Colleges such as Clemson, 
Memphis and St. John's — who came from Mali, 
Africa to Ayer, Massachusetts last year. The MIAA 
denied his waiver last year as a freshman and 
wouldn't let him play. This year he can play because 
the one-year ban on a transfer student is up. 

According to a reliable source, Caldoncelli will be 
eligible to play for Tewksbury next season as long as 
he stays in the school system. If he chooses to 
transfer out again, he'll have to go outside the MIAA 
to play high school basketball. Right now he has no 
other options unless he takes legal action. But ac- 
cording to the same source, Caldoncelli did have a 
lawyer present with him at the third hearing, but 
apparently that wasn't too effective. 

As for Nwachukwu, his appeal hearing is hours 
before the team's third game of the season and if he 
keeps getting denied, he tov can play next year, if he 
stays in the Wilmington School system. Right now, 
neither Valence nor anyone else has any idea what 
is going on. 

"No one has told us anything,” said McCune. "The 
MIAA won't say why they are denying him this 
wanes: We have no idea why. Everything he's done 
is legit." 

Both the Wilmington and Tewksbury .programs 
don't get transfers often. In fact, Valence is the first 
one Jim McCune has had in his 12 years as head 
coach. In this case, both of them didn't come here 
with intent of just using basketball to hopefully get 
a scholarship. They came to their respective towns 
to be with their families. 

"Paulo is here for the correct reasons," said 
Romano. "We didn't go out and recruit him or 
anything else. He moved here so he could live with 
his family. There was no intent here at all. If he chose 
to move to Portsmouth, Maine then so be it. If he is 
a great basketball playerthensobeit. He's a 17-year- 
old kid who is hoping to gain the cultural experience 
UIn the United States] and if he plays basketball and 
that leads to a college scholarship good for him. Just 
like our other students here, they play for athletic 
scholarships and if they get it - good for them. 

"This is purely subjective. I don't think the MIAA 
looked at this from our association. Our record 
indicates that we've won 14 games andlost 64 against 
other Merrimack Valley Conference teams in the 
past six years. So how much better will one player 
make Tewksbury?

When I ran into basketball coach Jim Sullivan the 
following afternoon, I asked him if he would let me do 
a story on the playe: llivan basically downplayed it, 
and asked me if I would wait a week so the transfer 
student could get acclimated to the school.

I 
ran into Sullivan the following week, I was firm saying 
that I was going to do the story regardless of if he 
wanted me to or not. That's all people were talking 
about. Sullivan talked it over with Tony Romano and 
Bob Aylward and the three of them didn't think it would 
be a good idea for me to do it since the transfer student, 
Paulo Caldoncelli, didn't make the team yet, the season 
hadn't started and he needed this thing called a waiver 
«a Waiver? 

For any transfer student, the Massachusetts Inter- 
scholastic Association (MIAA) states that the school

years ago when a 22-year-old basketball player played 
ahalfseason in the Commonwealth Athletic Conference 
until he got caught 

Now assuming everything is legit onthe player — age, 
family, their location and so on — the big question 
remains - who gets approved... and why? 

In Eastern Massachusetts, there are a handful of 
transfer basketball students. Haverhill, Andover, 
Hamilton-Wenham and Lynn C! lallhave aplayer 
who was granted a waiver by the MIAA. Ayer's transfer 
Makan Kanote, was denied the waiver last year and was 
forced to sit out his entire freshman year. He is being 
allowed to play this year. In Tewksbury, Caldoncelli is 
not allowed to play high school basketball even though 
he and his three siblings live with their legal guardians, 
his aunt and uncle in Tewksbury. Caldoncelli has been 
told that he's too good for schoolboy basketball. He's 17 
years old 

In Wilmington, Valence Nwachukwu moved from 
Omaha, Nebraska, to Woburn to live with his father 
Two months later he and his father found a better place 
to live, here in Wilmington. Now the MIAA is denying 
Valence a chance to play high school basketball. 

IT'S HIGH SCHOOL BASKETBALL! 

There's no 252 million dollar contracts here, there's 
no 8-year television contract here. There's no Valence 
T-Shirts being sold in the Wilmington High parking lot 
before games. (yet)

about? Why is the MIAA busting people's lives 
because two teenagers moved to Tewksbury and 
Wilmington to be with their families and perhaps to 
play some basketball? OK, so they are very good 
players who have great chances of getting a full 
scholarship. What's wrong with that? If you're the 
MIAA wouldn't you want to promote all of your 
scholarship players? You represent all of high 
school athletics in Massachusetts, aren't you suy 
pose to serve the student-athletes? 

Oops! My bad, if you're the MIAA, you are too 
busy sitting on your behinds, making six figure 
salaries, and making sure that you make it very 
difficult for anyone involved in high school athletic 
Sure, I'm trying to be funny here, but it's true. thi 
situation here: two transfer students being denied 
waivers is no laughing matter

Nwachukwu's waiver from moving to Woburn t 
Wilmington, and then once word got out that he was 
such a player did they all of a sudden deny his waiver 
one day before the season started” 

And why is Valence's appeal of the denial of hi 
waiver scheduled eight days later, next Tuesday 
3:30 in Franklin... hmmm does this arrangemen! 
have anything to do with Wilmington having a game 
that night at 7:30? What else does the MIAA have 
planned to do from now until next Tuesday? Oh 
yeah, they have to print out press releases saying 
that fans can no longer bring signs in to games, that 
fans can no longer throw confetti at games, that fans 
can no longer have fun at high school sporting 
events and fans can no longer yell and cheer for their 
classmates, sons or daughters. Well, they might 
retract that one because they won't get the $7 per 
adult to watch a high school state final volleyball 
match. Seven bucks for high school volleyball! 

It's a shame that two high school students ~ no 
matter where they come from, their color, their 
race, their ability to play basketball or-whatever 
sport, are being denied the right to play a high schoo!

The survey found a strong 
connection between diet, exer- 
cise and lower back health 
Physician reported that for 
nearly half (45%) of their 
patients with acute lower back 
pain, the pain was in some way 
caused by, or aggravated by, 
excessive weight. 

Virtually all physicians (98% ) 
considered pain reduction one of 
their first three treatment goals, 
followed by reduced inflamma- 
tion (59%) and relief of stress 
and/or muscle relaxation (40% )

consensus of parents that they 
want to keep the program at the 
Francis Wyman, even though 
that may not be feasible if more 
students are accommodated.

A ‘drilling’ bit 
in Lynnfield 

“The Lynnfield elementary 
schools are taking up ‘indoor 
safety’ drills,” notes the 
“Lynnfield Villager.” 

“In the case of an intruder or 
any threat from outside, the 
‘indoor safety’ alarm will blast 
three times. Upon hearing the 
alarm students at the Summer 
St. School know to take cover 
underneath their desks while 
teachers lock the classroom 
doors. At the Huckleberry 
School, children are asked to 
simply make sure they are in a 
classroom. 

“In the context of rising 
school violence, the staff of 
Summer Street and Huckleberry 
Hill schools decided they wanted 
to take a pro-active approach to 


school safety. 

“The tragedies at schools 
such as Columbine have height- 
ened awareness in communities 
and school administrations 
across the country. In many 
cases they have spurred schools 
to take similar precautions. 

“At the Summer Street 
School the windows are low 
enough that an intruder could 
walk right up and see in...that’s 
why we have the children hide 
underneath their desks, said the 
Principal Francine Goldstein. 

“We don’t explain the drills 
to students in terms of violence 
or Columbine,’ explained 
Goldstein. 

“We just want them to under- 
stand that sometimes it is safer 
to be inside’ 

“Other threats that the alarm 
might be used for are a violent 
storm or a rabid animal...”

menting a full-day Kindergarten 
program next year?” notes the 
“Wilmington Town Crier.” 

“Parents with children ages 
three and four will be able to 
add their two cents to the dis- 
cussion.

“Said Clarkin, ‘I think that by 
sending out the survey it is cer- 
tainly going to raise the level of 
(parents’) expectations (for a 
full-day program) even though it 
(the survey) doesn’t say that 
we're going to implement it. 

“Clarkin elaborated by saying 
that parents with young children 
may not have been exposed yet 
to the school system, so they 
may not fully understand the 
‘balancing act’ that is demand- 
ed from the School Committee 
during budget discussions. 

“Added Clarkin, ‘I just hope 
that we would proceed with 
extreme caution and listen to all 
priorities that are being identi 
fied by everybody, not just by 
the parents of three and four- 
year-olds’ 

“O'Donnell reiterated her 
belief that the survey would 
prove to be a useful tool in 
determining whether or not the 
full-day program should rank 
among the school system's 
highest priorities. 

“Full-day Kindergarten is 
one of the most critical issues in 
regards to identifying at-risk 
children and really dealing with 
that whole issue,’ O'Donnell 
said. ‘It is probably one of the, 
most significant preventative 
programs. In fact, our state's 
surveys and national surveys all 
are pointing to full-day 
Kindergarten...”

A tale of two 
temperatures 


Everyone knows tempera- 
tures in Maine are cooler than 
in Georgia. but you can experi- 
ence the same temperature dif- 
ference right in your own home, 
according to Joe Hlavacek, 
product manager for Aprilaire 
Zone Control Systems. 

“The upstairs of your home 
can be up to ten degrees 
warmer than downstairs,” 
Hlavacek said. “That’s the dif- 
ference between the average 
high temperatures in Portland 
and Atlanta in August.” 

The solution to uneven tem- 
peratures is a temperature con- 
trol system that divides the 
house into separate zones. A 
zoned heating or cooling system 
can overcome the natural ten- 
dency for two-story homes to get 
too warm upstairs as warm air 
rises. 

“Zoning uses a system of 
thermostats with smart controls 
that signal dampers in your 
forced air ducts to deliver condi- 
tioned air only to the part of the 
house that needs it,” Hlavacek 
said.

Finally, brush off any dust or 
particles left from the sanding 
and scraping prior to painting.
